Judge John C. Hart has retired from 


the race for governor. 

Three weeks after his announce- 
ment and on the very day his resig- 
nation from the office of attorney gen- 
eral of Georgia took effect and his 
successor was sworn in, he issued a 
formal statement announcing his with- 
drawal. 

This practically leaves the field to 
Governor Joseph M. Brown and Hoke 
Smith, who will fight over the cam- 
paign of two years ago. 

Likewise, its effect will be to make 
unnecessary the application of the pri- 
mary prorating rule and to remove 
that rule as an issue in the campaign, 
since Brown or Smith is almost sure 
to receive a majority in every county. 

Almost as abrupt and unexpected as 
his entrance into the race was Judge 
Hart's retirement. ; 

He practically admits that he mis- 
judged the present temper of the peo- 
ple of the state; that instead of want- 
ing peace, they want war.

The conferences today between 
committee of railroad men and Gen- 
eral Manager W. Heyward Meyers, of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, resulted ly 
no agreement, and so far as can be 
learned, neither side conceded any- 
thing to the other. 

No One Would Talk. 

When the final conference was over 
the committee representing’ the rail- 
road men filed out of the Pennsylva- 
nia office, each member with a se- 
rious face. 
and the Pennsylvania railroad officials 
declined to talk. 

The railroad men later held a brief 
meeting, and at its conclusion Presi- 


dent Garretson announced that the 129 
members of the general committee who 
had been given power, through the 
strike ballot, to order a walkout, had 
unanimously voted .to Jeaye the..mat- 
ter in the hands of a committee of 
six. It was further given out that 
this committee has the power of fixing 
the tirhe the men shall quit work. Just 
when a strike order might be expécted 
Mr. Garretson refused to state. Thus 
the situation appears to be at a criti- 
cal stage, but there is still hope 
among the railroaders that a way will 
be found that will prevent the men 
from going on strike. 
Twe Conferences Without Result. 


Two conferences were held 
one at 41 a. m. and the other at 3 p. m. 

So far as can be learned neither side 
had anything new to offer. The rail- 
road men insisted that they be given 
the ten-hour day with the present 
eleven-hour rate of wages paid by the 
Pennsylvania railroad. The company, 
on the other hand, again declined to 
concede anything further than had al- 
ready been offered. Mr. Meyers, it is 
said, declared that the company would 
give the men the same conditions as 
those under which the New York Cen- 
tral men work, provided that it meant 
no increase in the operating expenses 
of the company. ; 

So far as could be learned tonight 
there has been no further meeting 
fixed between the railroad men’s com- 
mittee and General Manager Meyers. 
Messrs. Garretson and Lee tonight de- 
clared that they did not propose to in- 
voke arbitration, as provided in the 
Erdman act.

Men in West Vote to Strike. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 14.—The vote 
of the railroad men on the Pennsyl- 
vania lines west of Pittsburg, as an- 
nounced by the committee carrying on 
the situation, shows an overwhelming 
majority in favor of a strike, 88 1-3 
per cent of the conductors, 97 7-10 per 
cent of the trainmen, and 96 6-10 per 
cent of the firemen voting in the af- 
firmative.

MAORIZ LEFT PRISONER 
TOSTARVE TO DEATH 


As Soon as the United States 
Learned of Inhuman Treat- 
ment of Pittman, Protest Was 
Made to Madriz--All Foreign- 
ers in Nicaragua Appealing 
to Their Governments.

14.—Confined in a 
filthy .cell, unfed save by charitable 
strangers, William Pittman, an 
American captured by the Madriz gov- 
ernment forces near Bluefields, was 
found in an overcrowded local prison 
at Managua, Nicaragua, by Consul 
Olivares yesterday. 

The consul, who is stationed at that 
point, telegraphed the state depart- 
ment today that he visited Pittman, 
discovered the revolting conditions 
and, through protests, forced Dr. Mad- 
riz to furnish the adventurer better 
prison accommodations, 

Pittman Was Starving. 

Pittman, whose relatives live at 
Cambridge, Mass., told Consul Olivares 
that he left Greytown July 4, that 
since then his captors have failed to 
provide him with food, leaving him 
altogether dependent for subsistence 
upon charity. Pittman was starving. 

Olivares immediately protested, re- 
minding Madriz of his promise to 
treat Pittman with consideration. Mad- 
riz finally agreed to transfer Pittman 
to a larger and cleaner cell and to 
allow the consul supply him with 
a sleeping couch and food. The con- 
sul reported that no definite action re- 
garding Pittman had been determined. , 
by the de facto authorities and that he 
(Olivares) would exert every effort 
to secure humane treatment for Pitt- 
man. 

Madris Broke His Promise. — 

When the United States originally 
learned of Pittman’s arrest, Dr. Mad- 
riz assured Olivares that the prisoner 
would be treated fairly and consider- 
ately.

HORE TROUBLE 
FOR. RAILROADS 


Joint Action by Canada 
and United States. 


International Railway Commis- 
sion to Be Established With 
Authority Over Rates in Two 
Countries--Canada Moved for 
Establishment of Commission.

- Washington, July 14.—An interna- 
tional railway -commission, with su- 
pervisory authority over the railroads 
of the United States and Canada, will 
probably be the result of action taken 
today by this government in the ap- 
pointment of Chairman Martin 4A. 
Knappof the interstate commerce 
commission, as the representative of 


the United States to confer with Hon. 
John B. Mabee, chief of the railway 
commission of Canada. Announcement 
of Judge Knapp's appointment was 
made today. 

Subject Broached Long Ago. 

The appointment of Judge Knapp 
and Mr. Mabee is the result of a con- 
siderable period of correspondence 
and diplomatic interchange between 
the United States and Canada. More 
than @ year ago the gsubject was 
broached, first in a letter from Mr. 
Mabee to Judge Knapp. 

It was pointed out that the increas- 
‘ing traffic between the United States 
and Canada would render full control 
over the rates in the future impossi- 
ble unless some joint action was taken 
now. It was realized that the ecqui- 
sition of Canadian terminals by Amer- 
lean roads and of American roads and 
‘terminals by Canadian railways pre- 
sented ever-increasing difficulties. In 
“the present circumstances, it is not 
possible to compel railways or express 
companies to oestablish joint through 
rates to and from points in the two 
countries. 

Serious Importance to Shippers. 

The reasonableness of rates between 
points in this country and points in 
Canada is also a question of serious 
importance to shippers. In order to 
determine any given question as to 
rates that may arise, it As necessary 
for the shipper to institute a proceed- 
ing before the interstate commerce 
commission and even this result is not 
satisfactory. The difficulties prac- 
tically preclude any inquiry by ex- 
isting tribunals into the reasonable- 
ness of combination through rates as 
applied to international traffic. 

While no definite arrangement 
have been perfected for the confer 
ences, it ig likely that Chairman 
Knapp and Mr. Mabee will meet in 
Ottawa some time in August. It will 
be the effort of the representatives 
for the two governments to adjust the 
matter, s0 as to make it possible to 
Submit a report and recommendations 
before beginning the sessions of the 
American congress in December.

Grieved that the state was entering 
again into political strife and believ- 
ing that I might possibly avert it by 
announcing my candidacy for govern: 
or, and feeling if it were in my power 
to do so, it became a duty, I protested 
against further political bitterness ani 
announced my candidacy for governor 
It was only a hope I entertained of 
averting strife, a bare chance that the 
announcement would have that effect, 
but Georgia I well knew was entitled 
to the chance and I gave it, and with 
it my political all. 

I have no personal ambition to be 
governor and men who know me will 
acquit me of sinister purpose or un- 
worthy ambition. I knew the best in- 
terests of this state demanded, espe- 
cially its financial affairs, that political 
hostilities of a partisan character in 
the democratic party should cease and 
that the legislative mind be turned in 
the direction of the state’s real sub- 
stantial business affairs. The hope 
that this could be accomplished was 
worth any personal or political sacri- 
fice which it might involve. 

Feared It Would Not Be Heeded, 

I very greatly feared that the pub- 
lic mind was so inflamed with partisan 
politics that the plea for peace would 
fall upon deaf ears and the appeal 
to reason would not be heeded. There 
is now not even hope left that my 
candid@cy will accomplish its purpose, 
and I realize now with pain and sor- 
row unspeakable that the fight muit 
go on. The announcement has had but 
little influence upon the “line-up,” and 
I am freely told that peace is neither 
possible nor even desired. Peace not 
being possible mor even desired, duty 
to my state does not require of me 
further sacrifice and humiliation. 

I announced my candidacy without 
any intention of doing either Governor 
Smith or Governor Brown a political 
Or personal injury, and in that same 
spirit I withdraw that announcement. 
I do not believe any good man in this 
state will question my motive and in 
the light of that motive would harshly 
criticise my political judgment, Had 
the hope which inspired the announce- 
ment been realized it would have been 
my best service to this state, but, 
having failed, thoughtless men may 
speak of it as my mistake. 

Should Not Be Factional Arena. 

The further reasons which actuated 
me to make that announcement need 
not be discussed in detail now. Suf- 
fice it to say, I know a continuation of 
factional differences should greatly be 
deplored by patriotic citizens. The gu- 
bernatorial chair of this state should 
not be made the arena every two years 
for the fighting out of factional quar- 
rels. This strife has already left its 
impress upon the affairs of this state, 
both social and business, and it threat- 
ens now' the very existence of the state.

Instead of peace and rest, it is plain 
and unmistakable the people are de- 
manding strife and bitterness, and 
while I realize now I am powerless, 
I would have lost my self-respect had 
I, your public servant, remained si- 
lent when I saw whither the state 
was drifting. 

I retire from this contest without 
bitterness, and bespeak the respect of 
your governor, whoever you may 
choose, and commend that you help 
him in the discharge of the onerous 
duties which await him, to the end 
that he may govern justly and wisely, 
according to the constitution and laws 
of this state.

two months later than the death notice 
published in London. 

The letter follows: 

“My Dear Louise and Robert: 
hardly know how to write you my 
dreadful loss. The shock to me has 
been so dreadful I can hardly control 
myself. My poor Cora is dead, and, to 
make the shock more dreadful, I could 
not even see her die. A few weeks 
ago we had notice that a relative of 
ours was dying in California, and, be- 
cause of important property, it was 
necessary for one of us to go and put 
the matter in lawyers’ hands at once. 

“As I was very busy, Cora proposed 
that she go, and, as it was necessary 
for someone to be there at once, she 
would go straight through from here 
to California without stopping at all, 
and then return via Brooklyn, and she 
would be able to pay all of you a long 
visit. 

Says She Died of Pneumonia. 


“Unfortunately, on the way out, my 
poor Cora caught a severe cold, and, 
not having, while traveling, a chance 
to take care of herself, it settled on 
her lungs, later to develop into pleuro- 
pneumonia. She wished not to frighten 
me, so kept writing not to worry about 
her, that it was only a slight matter, 
and next I heard by cable she was 
dangerously ill, and after I cabled to 
know should I go to her, I had the 
dreadful news that she had passed 
away. Imagine, if you can, the dread- 
ful shock to me—never more to see my 
Cora alive, nor hear her voice again. 
She is being taken back to me, and I 
shall soon have what is left of her. 

“Of course I am giving up the house 
—in fact, it drives me mad to be in it 
alone. I don’t know what I shall do— 
probably find some business to take me 
traveling for a few months until I can 
recover from the shock somewhat; but, 
as soon as I have a settled address 
again, I shall write. 

“Tt {s so terrible to me to have to 
write this dreadful, dreadful news.

May Borrow Money. 

After the reading and confirmation 
of the journal, the senate took up the 

_MecWilliams bill to allow county 
boards of education to borrow money 
to pay the salaries of school teach- 
ets, and adopted the house amend- 
ment limiting the amount which may 
be so borrowed to the amount of the 
fund to which it is entitled to receive 
from the state for schoo! purposes. 

The bill to change the plan of pay- 
ing solicitors general was next taken 
up as a special order. 

The bill of Messrs. Gordy, Harrell 
and Womble’ proposes .that the solic- 
itor shall be paid a salary of $3,000 
a year, in lieu of fees now received,

An amendment was proposed by

Senator Slaton offered an amend-

_in the bill. 

My, Slaton, in explaining hig amend- 
ment, said a higher salgry than $3,000 
_, was needed in large counties like Ful- 
,ton, to secure the ablest legal talent 
_for the important office of solicitor 
General. He paid a high tribute to 
Selicitor C. D. Hill during his speech, 
_ declaring Mr. Hill one of the ablest 
court officials in th@ state. 

Lien Upon the Funds. 

Senator Burwell raised the question 
as to the effect of the change upon 
claims held by former solicitors for 
old insolvent costs. He wanted to know 
if they could come in and present their 

Yeclaims, and have them made a lien 
upon the funds collected as fines and 
forfeitures. 

Senator Slater said he knew of cases 
where old insolvent cost claims had 
been put in by former solicitors and 
had been sustained by the supreme 
court. He thought solicitors would not 
work as hard if paid a salary, as they 
now @o when their compensation is 
in direct proportion to ‘their zeal in 
securing convictions. The United States 
Eovergment, he said, paid its district 
attorneys a salary, and the result was 
that violations of federal statutes were 
notoriously ignored and winked at. 

At this point Senator Price moved 
to recommit the bill to a special com- 
mittee of three lawyers. Senator Har- 
rell sought recognition to debate the 
point, but was ruled out of order. He 
then moved to instruct the committee 
to report Friday, and secured the floor 
to debate this motion, it being in the 
nature of instructions to the commit- 
tee. 

He referred to the Burwell amend- 
ment as partaking of the nature of a 
cuttlefish that only blackens the 
waters.

In Favor of Bill. 

In an able argument tn support of 
the bill and in opposition tothe motion 
to refer to a committee, he said it was 
mot necessary to recommit the bill; 
that the sooner the state broké awny 
from the old law the better it would 
be, for the longer the fee system re- 
mained. in force the larger would be 
the number of old claims by solicitors 
against fines and forfeitures. These 
claims represented legal obligations of 
the state, he said, and no law could be 
passed impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts. He thought, however, that the 
statute of limitations would run 
against these judgments just as 
against any. other. 

Mr. Mathews said it was his infor- 

tion that Georgia was almost alone 
in paying solicitors in accordance with 
the number of convictions secured. He 
thought $3,000 a year was enough sal- 
ary for solicitors, because the officers 
were usually young men.

Hart, who recently resigned to make 
the race for governor, was first ap- 
preached by the committee. 

“I beg to be excused,” said the 
judge, “because I have resigned my 
office, and my resignation became ef- 
fective Thursday.” 

Hewlette Hall, the new attorney gen- 
eral, was then approached by the com- 
mittee. 

“Excuse me, also,” said Attorney 
General Hall. “I have just been sworn 
in as attorney general, and I do not 
know anything at all about it.” 

Abashed, the subcommittee then re- 
turned to the committee.

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JUDGES’ SALARIES 
CUT DOWN $2,000 


Counties Cannot Help 
Pay Salarie. 


Six Superior Court Judges Af- 
fected --- They Now Get Less 
Than City Court Judges---Ef- 
fort Will Be Made to Amend 
Constitution. 


7, 


The supreme court of Georgia, in & 
Gecision handed down yesterday, vir- 
tually reduced by $2,000 a year the sal- 
aries of six superior court judges in 
Georgia, by declaring unconstitutional 
and void the legislative acts which 
permit the counties of Fulton, Chat- 
ham and Richmond to supplement the 
salary of $3,000, paid by the state to 
superior court judges, by annual pay- 
ments of $2,000 a year from the county 
treasury. 

Those affected are Audgées John T. 
Pendleton, W. D. Hillis and George L. 
Bell, of the Fulton superior court; 
Judge L. & Roan, of the Stone Moun, 
tain circuit; Judge Walter G. Charl- 
ton, of Chatham superior court, and 
Judge H. C. Hammond, of the superior 
court of Richmond county. 

Less Than City Court Judges. 

The court’s decision leaves the su- 
perior court judges of Fulton with 
less salary than is paid the judge of 
Atlanta’s city court. Judge Andy Cal- 
houn, of the criminal gourt, and Judge 
H. M. Reid, of the civil side of the city 
court, each receive $5,000 a year for 
his services, while the judges of the 
more important courts are put back 
to $3,000, despite the fact that the 
county is willing, gladly, to pay 
difference. 

It is stated, however, that in order to 
remove the difficulty as presented in 
the court’s decision, an effort will be 
made by President John M. Slaton, 
of the senate, and the representatives 
from Fulton and the other counties 
affected, to get through a constitution- 
al amendment at this session permit- 
ting these particular counties to sup- 
plement the salaries of their superior 
court judges, as has been the custom. 

Case from Augusta. 

The decision of the court was ren- 
dered in the case of Clark versus Ham- 
mond, brought up from Richmond 
county. W. A. Clark ig the treasurer 
of Richmond county and refused pay- 
ment of $166.66 alleged to be due Judge 
H. C. Hammond out of the funds of 
the county as salary for the month of 
December, 1909. 

The supreme court has upheld the 
position of the county treasurer, and 
reversed the decision of the lower 
court. The decision was written by 
Justice Atkinson. ’ 

In brief, it holds that “the salaries 
of judges of the superior courts are 
payable exclusively out of the state 
treasury,” and that the acts providing 
for supplementary salary payable out 
of the county treasuries are repugnant 
to this provision of the constitution, 
and, therefore, void. 

Atianta Judges Won’t Resign. . 

Judge Pendleton said that he would 
prefer not to discuss the matter, inas- 
much as he was one cf those affected, 
and that the only thing that he was 
willing to say is this: 

“We judges have been working hard, 
night and day, in vacation time and 
working time, trying to catch up with 
the court work which is behind. We 
are about a year behind with the court 
calendar, and have worked incessantly. 
This decision of the 
throws a dampe. over our zeal. I, my- 
self, shall not resign, however, and I 
think none of the judges will.” 

Judge W. D. Ellis stated that he 
would not resign, but that the ac- 
tion of the court was keenly felt. 

“We have worked hard, very hard, 
and considered the salary of $6,000 a 
year scarcely commensurate with the 
work which devolves upon us,’ he 
said. “Still, I think that legislative 
action will be taken to amend the 
state constitution in order that the 
salaries may be paid. 
that Senator Slaton and others will 
take immediate steps to put the mat- 
ter before the legislature, and in all 
probability such a bill will be report- 
ed favorably. 

“An amendment to the constitution 
will have to be ratified by the peo- 
ple, however, at the next election.” 

Judge George L. Bell and Judge L. 
8S. Roan were not in the city yester- 
day, and their opinion on the matter 
was not obtainable. 

Hammond Wen’t Talk. 

Augusta, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)— 
Judge Henry C. Hammond said he had 
no opinion to express upon the de- 
cision holding that salaries as paid to 
superior court judges are illegal, when 
seen this afternoon. He says he has 
nothing to say in reference to the de- 
cision and that he does not intend to 
push it any further. It is in the hands 
of the lawyers of the bar. It is under- 
stood here that a bill will be intro- 
duced at the present session of the 
legislature to correct this deficit.

The three companion bills of Repre- 


sentative McMichael, of Marion county, | 
| which put all the solicitors general in 


the state on a salary, and provide for

Passed the bill appropriating 
$35,000 to the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial College at Mil- 
ledgeville.

Heard a number of new bills 
read the first time. 
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yesterday morning passed the bill by 
Mr. Vinson, of Baldwin, appropriating 
the sum of $35,000 for the purpose vf 
erecting a dormitory building upon the 
campus of the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial College at Milledgeville. 

The bill was the first of a number 
of similar measures involving specia! 
appropriations amounting to $346,373.26. 
which the house committee on appro- 
priations has recommended for pas-

orders for Thursday. 

Standing as a bulwark between this 
appropriation—and all other special 
appropriations, for that matter—and 
the state treasury, was the gentlemacan 
from Bibb, Mr. Hall. Hurling at the 
house his famous battle cry: “You 
are robbing the people and bankrupt- 
ing the state,” Mr. Hall fought earn- 
estly and valiantly to block the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

Hall’s Efforts Unavealiling. 

But his mightiest efforts were un- 
availing, the house heeded the appex! 
to make adequate provision for the 
education of the young women of the 
state who are clamoring for admit- 
tance to the school at Milledgeville, 
and the corporal’'s guard which ral- 
lied to the aid of the gentleman from 
Bibb was routed in utter confusion. 

When the bill was taken up for con- 
Bideration the house resolved itse!f 
into a committee of the whole house 
with Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, in the 
chair.

Washington, July 14.—America has 
taught the people of the Chinese em- 
pire to smoke cigarettes. In a report 
to this government on foreign trade 
of Consul Genera] Charles Denby, of 
Vienna, in which he described the ciass 
of foreign markets which may be cre- 
ated by American enterprise, and then 
supplied, the consul general says:

July 14.—The 
and Receivers’ Association of Cincin- 
nati applied to the federal court here 
today for a mandatory injunction to 
compel the interstate commerce com- 
mission to annul its recent order in 
the southern rate case, reopen the 
hearing and give another decision. The 
rates to which objection is made were 
scheduled to take effect tomorrow. 

In effect.the petitton alleges that 
the commission has violated the fifth 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion, in that it directs a railroad com- 
pany to take private property 
just compensation. 

The rates complained 
a 76-cent scale. The commission or- 
dered them reduced 70. Fifteen 
years ago the commission  ordei- 
ed them reduced to a 60 scale, 
but this was overturned in tie courts 
for lack of proper jurisdiction. 

Last month the commission, having 
jurisdiction, admitted that the sixty- 
cent scale was proper, but would al- 
low nothing less than a seventy-cent 
scale, owing to disturbances which }— 
would occur elsewhere. 

It ig set forth in the complaint that 
o nthe 76-cent schedule the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
railroad earns 44.43 per cent. on a cap- 
ital stock of $5,500,000, and that on 
the proposed 76-cent basis the earn- 
ings would be 44.18 per cent. The 
company up the claim that it had 
been collecting this profit for twenty- 
eight vears and had a vested right so 
to continue.

nant winners, Jack Herner was one 
of the greatest pitchers on that team.

Horner was a native of Balti- 
more, the

and it was on commons 
Hanlon was tipped off to Horner 
one of the Orioles’ great 
catchers in that day, and within a 
short time the Horner and Warner 
battery was known wherever baseball 
was talked. and was considered one 
of the best in the big league of that 
day. Horner was worked in the days 
when teams carried two, never over 
three, pitchers, and it was work with 
him every other day. During three or 
four seasons he was invincible, and 
to his excellent work Ed Hanlon at- 
tribated much of his success. Mc- 
Graw, now manager of the New York 
Nationals; Hughey Jennings, manager 
of the Detroit Tigers, and Keeler, the 
midget fleet-footed, hard-hitting fleld- 
er. as well as Jack Robinson, one of 
the greatest catchers in his days, were 
teammates of Jack Horner. 

One of Horner’s records never du- 
plicated was striking out three suc- 
cessive batters, using only nine balls 
in retiring the side. 

He Was With Atlanta. 

In the early nineties Horner had 
an off year and Atlanta was badly in 
need of a pitcher. Hanlon had had his 
team in Atlanta that spring and fur- 
loughed Horner to the Gate City. While 


in Atlanta Horner established another 


record which still stands. It was 
pitching four shut-outs in successive 
davs against the same team. That 
trick was turned in Little Rock against 
the Little Rock team. 

Horner returned to Baltimore the 
next year. but his pitching arm never 
regained its old strength and cunning. 
Later he asked for his release, and 
finally drifted to California, where 
he played for years. ™ 

It was while on the slope Horner. 
married an Oakland lady. Subsequent- 
ly he came south, locating for two or 
three years in Florida. Five or six 
years ago he came to Atlanta, and has 
since made his home here. 

Jack Horner was of a genial, friend- 
lv nature and rapidly made friends. 
He was thoroughly posted on the his- 
tory of the best players of the paat 
and present, and was considered an 
excellent judge of -young  pleyers. 
Clark Griffith, MGraw and other lead- 
ers had the greatest confidence in his 
judgment, and only a short while ago 
he was retained by Jennings to look 
over the southern fleld for talent. He 
was on his way to Texas to study that 
league when death came to him in New 
Orleans. 

Mrs. Horner, whose home is at 26 
West Peachtree, received a telegram 
early yesterday morning advising her 
of Mr. Horner's death. She left yes- 
terdeay afternoon for New Orléans toa 
accompany the body back to Atlanta 
after which funeral arrangements will 
be perfected. Jack Horner often ex- 
pressed a desire for cremation, and 
the probabilities are that the body will 
be taken to his old home in Baltimore, 
where there is a crematory. 

Only a short time ago Jack Horner 
took out a liberal insurance policy for 
the benefit of his family. He leaves 
besides his wife, two daughters, Ruth 
and Estelle, aged about ten and twelve 
years.

Cotton Crop in That 
Country Contending 
With Difficulties. 


Henry 8S. Reed is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Apost G. Baron, a planter 
and buyer of Egyptian cotton. of 
Abou-Kebir, Egypt, which gives «4 
clear insight to the cotton situation 
in that country. Juding from the letter, 
Egyptian farmers contend with many 
difficulties similar to those of south- 
ern planters—the worm, bad weather, 
low prices when there is cotton to sell 
and high prices when it is no longer 
in the producer's possession. Indi- 
Egyptian cotton 
crop will be about the same as that 
of last year, which was considerably 
smaller than usual, because of the 
worm and cold weather, and that this 
season the crop will be later than 
usual. 

Following is the text of the letter 
written by Apost Baron: 

“Abou-Kebir, Egypt, June 28, 1910.— 
Henry S. Reed, Atianta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
Your letter and booklet of January 8 
received, but I have been out of Egypt 
these few months. Cotton fields this 
year are just as hot and late as last 
year. The weather too cold for cotton 
plantations, and on account of it the 
worm is all over. The damage done 
at present is not a big one, but we 
cannot help it later on when the sec- 
ond and third period of the worm 
comes. People at cotton exchange talk 
about good quality and quantity, how 
make that out I do not understand 
For good many years cotton crop has 
been 7,000,000 cantars (each cantar 100 
pounds). Last year on account of the 
Same worm and weather only 5, al- 
though in the beginning of the year 
their estimate had been 7.000.000. This 
year looks no more than five. no mat- 
ter if the weather changes to warmer 
It is going to be late and all good 
farmers see that. But market in five 
days broke down $2 on cantar (on 
hundred pounds); new crop $19.50: old 
$21.75 the cantar. The real reason 
most of our cotton goes to England 
who forebuys now and wants it cheap. 
and farmers are not strong to hold it 
except in America comes high like last 
year. Usually prices go up when spot 
cotton is out of the farmers’ hands and 
because no banking facility here for 
farmers. Credit is gone three years

WHEAT ADVANCES 
TWO AND HALF CENTS 


Heat Reported to Be Ruining 
the Fields in Northwest, 
Canada and Russia. 


Chicago, July 14.—Sizzling heat in 
the Canadian northwest and in south- 
ern Russia make a rather feverish 
wmarket today in wheat. Rain in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota was deemed 
inadequate. Dispatches from Winni- 
peg said crops were burning up. Prices 
here were strong from start to finish 
and closed 24% @2%, net higher. Corn 
wound up a shade to \%@%c above 
last night except for May, which was @ 
shade off. Last sales of oats showed 
%@%c to %@*%c improvement. The 
outcome in provisions was generally a 
decline of 2% to 12%, but July pork 
was squeezed up 27% higher than 
twenty-four hours previous. 

The chief demand for wheat in this 
market came from local bull profes- 
sionals who worked with vigor and ef- 
fectiveness. Offerings of cash wheat 
from the interior were not large, and 
the trade noted that southwestern 
shipments were nearly as great as the 
receipts. A prominent expert estimat- 
ed the yield of the three principal 
spring crop states as 140,000,- 
000 bushels compared with 169,000,000 
bushels indicated by the government 
figures July Another authority 
declared that practically all spring 
wheat is now beyond opportunity of 
change for the better, having been in 
the ground 100 days, whereas ninety 
are usually sufficient for harvest. In- 
ferences that a light run of wheat is 
expected here this month were drawn 
because the July option today main- 
tained a premium over September. The 
latter month ranged from $1.02% to 
$1.04%, and closed 2% @2% up at
